“Briefly stated, w ithout regard to 
qualifying detail,” Connery said in 
a statem ent, “th e bill propases to bar 
from the channels of interstate com­ 
merce the products of child labor 
and of workers employed for unduly 
low wages, unduly long hours, or un­ 
der conditions which violate the 
right of labor by the use of strike­ 
breakers or spies.” 
Connery told ^newsmen the bill 
would establish a 40-cent “floor” be­ 
low which “the hourly wage ought 
not to fall,” and 35-40 hour work­ 
week “beyond which th e working 
week should not be stretched.” 
The labor board would have broad 
power to adjust these limitations for 
individual industries.

SOVIET AIRMAN 
TO DASH OVER 
ARCTIC TO U. S. 


Moscow, May 24 ( A P ) .—Stgismund 
Levajneffsky, American-trained soviet 
jjilot, tuned up lits Douglas trans­ 
port plane today for a dash across 
the 
north 
pole 
to 
the 
United 
States. 
Levaneffsky was disclosed to have 
been designated by Josef Stalin him­ 
self to make the first use of the per­ 
manent North Polar base establish­ 
ed by soviet explorers as a prere­ 
quisite 
to the 
long-projected 
air 
route over the top of the world from 
Moscow to San Francisco 
Officials of the soviet union ex­ 
pressed the hope the flight would be 
the forerunner of scheduled com­ 
mercial air travel between Moscow 
and the United States by way of 
the pole. 
They based their hopes of success 
on the meteorological observatory 
rapidly 
being 
completed 
at 
the 
North Pole base which the soviet ex­ 
pedition 
headed 
by Dr. 
Otto J. 
Schmidt reached in a flight from 
Rudolf Island Friday afternoon. 
Three supply planes were held at 
Rudolf Island, 560 miles from the 
pole, awaiting word that the polar 
weather had cleared. 
Aboard the 
planes were the supplies and scien­ 
tific equipment to enable four of tile 
eleven explorers to hold the per­ 
manent settlement for a year before 
handing over their task to four oth­ 
ers.

Arithmetic Becomes Popular 
With Aid of Slot Machines, 
Former Gettysburgian Says

(AP)—A 
production that the time is not far 
distant when 
many 
of 
the ele­ 
mentary schools of 
the nation will 
use slot machines and other games 
of 
chance 
to 
make 
arithmetic 
meaningful 
and 
teach 
anti-gam ­ 
bling lessons was made Saturday by 
L. J. Hauser, superintendent of the 
Riverside public schools. 
Mr. Hauser, 
who 
formerly was 
assistant professor of education of 
Gettysburg 
c o l l e g e , 
Gettysburg, 
made the prediction 
after experi­ 
menting with the use of slot ma­ 
chines, and punch boards in tile 
grade schools of Riverside. 
The result, he said, not only help­ 
ed to make the children intelligent 
consumers, but gave them an en­ 


tirely new altitude toward arithme­ 
tic. 
Arithmetic Now Popular 
In fact, he said, pupils of the 
fourth through the eighth grades 
recently filled out a questionnaire, 
and voted arithmetic—the bugbear 
of school life for most boys and girls 
in the past—as one of the best liked 
subjects in the curriculum. 
"The various types of gambling 
devices with which the children— 
and adults—come into contact form 
a very important unit of study. 
“By having a slot machine in the 
school, it is possible for the children 
to discover for themselves what per- 
I centage of money taken In by the 
! owner of such a machine is actually 


paid out. The children recently kept 
averages on this. 
Punch Boards Used Also ' 
"In a simitar way, the study of 
punch boards makes it passible for 
the youngsters to note through act­ 
ual mathematical calculations how 
sniAU the chances of winning by 
these devices are. 
It may be well to 
discuss with them the moral prob­ 
lems involved in gambling, but in 
order to get effective results it is 
necessary for youngsters to learn 
[ how dishonest these devices arc." 
Counterfeit money also has been 
used by teachers in the River Forest 
schools to make arithmetic interest-1 
ing, 
"In tho study of money,” said Mr. 
Hauser, "some of the children were 
interested in finding out how coun­ 
terfeit money could be detected." 
"By means of a microscopic study 
of some samples of counterfeit for 
the children to see the difference in 
the printing and the threads on the 
fra per.” 
Attitude Changed 
Commenting on the changed at­ 
titude toward arithmetic, he went 
on: 
"Progress in the organization of 
the course of study and textbook 
material, 
improved 
method* 
of 
teaching, elimination of non-cssen- 
tials, concentration on the common 
essentials, 
use of 
diagnostic and 
remedial teaching, the introduction 
of meaningful material are some of 
the things that have brought about [ 
a different attitude of the children 
toward the study of arithmetic. 
"Arithmetic is not taught as a 
mere mechanical process of addition, 
subtraction, multiplication and divi­ 
sion. Back of the study of arithme­ 
tic is the purpose of training chil­ 
dren to become more Intelligent con­ 
sumers. 
By a study of such topics 
as 
insurance, 
taxation, 
budget... 
banking and installm ent buying, the 
(hildren are given an opportunity to 
have a much better understanding 
of such topics, 
"Take the 
case 
of 
in.stftllment 
business for example. 
"Here the children can use their 
arithmetic to determine what the 
actual additional cost is to the indi­ 
viduals as a result of this method of 
buying. Real situations are taken to 


determine ,4*>st how this method of 
buying works out.
